April  21,  1954  the  track  team  traveled  to  Sheridan  for  a  triangular  meet  between 
Kirklin,  Sheridan  and  Lebanon.  Kirklin  won  the  meet  with  the  score  of  69  to  Sheridan's 
35  and   Lebanon's  33. 

KIRKLIN    WINS    AT    CONVERSE 

On  April  25,  1954,  Kirklin  traveled  to  Converse,  Indiana  to  enter  the  relavs.  The 
Travelers  gained  3  firsts.  2  thirds,  and  1  fourth  to  win  the  relavs.  The  team  captured 
three  trophies  for  the  relay  events  and  individuals  won  12  gold  medals.  A  team  cham- 
pionship  trophv   was   awarded   to    Kirklin   for  winning  the  meet. 

KIRKLIN   WINS   SIXTH    CONSECUTIVE    COUNTY   TRACK    MEET 

The  Travelers  finished  a  perfect  season  on  April  28,  as  they  won  the  County  Track 
and  Field  Meet  for  the  sixth  straight  year.  Kirklin  totaled  132/2  points.  Their  nearest  com- 
petitor was  Michigantown  with  49K  points.  Other  scores  were  as  follows:  Forest  36,  Scir- 
cleville 25/2,  Mulberry  23,  Rossville   11,  Jackson  4,  Sugar  Creek  3,  and  Little  Jeff  Hi.
